» Several trust 
by the will of Thomas H. 
who was head of the first trust 
feompany organized in St. Louis, 
and who was long president and 
board chairman of the St. Louis 
Union Trust Go. The will was filed 
today. Mr. West died last Wednes- 
day, aged nearly 80. 

The entire estate, the value. of 
which is not shown, is left to mem- 
bers of the family. The absence of 
any bequest for charity is explained 
in the will itself with the statement, 
“T want to give my children the 
pleasure of giving out of my dis- 
tributed estate.” - 

One of his sons. Allen T. West, 
and the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
are named as trustees, 

City Heme to Widow. 

The home at 11 Westmoreland 
place, with its contents, and au- 
tomobiles, are left in trust for the 
lifelong use of the widow, Mrs. 
Virginia H. West. alt is provided 
that if Mrs. West desires to reside 
elsewhere, the frustees may sell 
the residence and invest in a new 
home, -or sell it and pay her the 
Mincome from the proceeds of the 
sale. 

Trust funds of $20,000 each ace 
established for three. sisters,’ Hel- 
cn W. Pearce, Lulu W. Gardner 
and Emma W. Smith.. The income 
from each of these funds is to be 
paid for the life of the beneficiary, 
and the sum shall then revert to 
the estate. 

The residue of the estate is di- 
vided into eight parts. Four of 
these are left severally, as outright 
bequests, to the four sons, John T., 
Allen T., Thomas H. Jr, and Wal- 
ex H. West. . 

Trasts for Daughters. 

The other ofur one-eighth shares 
s. West and 
ters. The wif's 
trust is for life and those of 
the daughters are for 10 years 
each, the principal to pass to the 
daughters, or their heirs, at the 
end of that timé. The daughters 
are Mrs. Howard Elting, Mrs. 
Hugh McK. Jones and Miss 
Frances West. 

The will provides that no inter- 
est of any beneficiary shall be Jia- 
ble for debts, or subject to levy or 
seizure, and that any attempt to 
anticipate/ the income, by encum. 
bering it in any way, shall be. void. 
The will was made in January 
1921. 

Tt. was stated at the St. Louis 
Trust Co. that the inventory of the 
estate’ would not be made, or its 
amount known definitely, until Mr. 
West's safe deposit boxes are 
opened, probably this week. 

. Estate Reduced by Gifts. 

While Mr. West is believed to 
have accumufated a fortune which 
at one time amounted\to several 
millions, it is believed that this was 
substantially reduced, ‘in recent 
years, by gifts to members of his 
family, amounting to a partial dis- 
tribution of the estate..The amount 
now subject to administration un-, 
der the will may prove,, because of 
this previous distribution, not to 
exceed $1,000,000. It is largely 
personal property, as {(Mr., West 
dealt comparatively little in real 
estate.

NEW YORK, | July .—How 
liquor runners unloaded whisky 
from speedboats on Bellevue Hos- 
pital dock and loaded it on motor 
trucks under the eyes of uniformed | 
policemen was told today in Feder- | 
al Court. Charles A. Smith, mar- 
| iner, testifying as a Government 
, witness at the trial of Wflliam V. 
| Dwyer and nine othérs charged 
‘with violating prohibition laws, 
told of making trips to rum row 
and taking back 600 to 750 gases of 
liquor which he unloaded from 
speed boats at the Bellevue Hos- 
pital dock in East River and the 
tye Railroad pier at Weehawken.

Red Cross Estimates From 
900 to 1000 Are Under 
Its Care—Many Families 
Scattered.

ROCKWAY. N. J., July 12.— 
Refugees from the _ shell-rocked 
area surrounding the burning navy 
ammunition depot at Lake Den- 
mark returned today to find their 
homes a war-torn no man’s land, 

The explosion which destroyed 
the arsenal and rained death on 
nearby towns, in two days of fiery 
bombardment, has wiped out an 
entire town. : 

Ten square miles about the ar- 
senal is an evacuated area, its 
oads guarded by _ sentries, their.

As one advances up the valley, 
the destruction grows steadily 
worse. None of the homes the 
meager mining population of 
Mount Hope, about two miles 
south, ovre the brow of the hill 
from the burning arsenal has es- 
saper. Floors caved in and dropped 
to the cellar, window after window 
shattered, walls wrecked and dwell- 
ings destroyed Marked the path of 
the exploding shells. 

Shells Still Burst=¢ in Streets. 

Brigadier General Drum after an 
inspection last night ordered the 
town evacuated. 1 through the 
night and this morning 12 and 14 
inch shells continued to burst in the 
ruined streets. 

This morning the inhabitants be- 
gan to creep'back to look over the 
ruins. An old woman came back 
on a pathetic search for her cow.
